Shaw oame to wee me, appearing to 
1)0 the happiest man in Boston now, 
and announced his victory over bti 
hoy's case. A few moments later 
the newspapers gave out thai Judge 
Grant has decided Mi. Shaw to Im> 
a fit custodian of bil t>oy, and tin 
conditionally. 



The Probate Court, when the 
Church Shaw case was tried last 
Monday, the 25th, was crowded 
with both bearing people and deaf 
mutes, all Intensely Interested In 
the question of the custody of Mr 
Shaw's Utile five-year old son, whose 
maternal (grandmother tried to gel 
possession of on the ground that its 
fntbrr -run an unlit person lo have 
the care of it, as she claimed he is 
deaf, of bail moral character, anil 
do means of even self support. 

Mr. Shaw's first, wife, the mother 
of the little boy died when he was a 
few months old, and the baby had 
been in the care of the gradmother 
until December 18t,h, about the lime 
Mr. Shaw married again. Mr. Shaw 
had always paid board, furnished 
clothing, and paid all expenses 
of keeping the child comfortably 
cared for. When Mr. Shaw an- 
nounced his second marriage, and 
asked to take away his boy, the 
whole Church family flew up and 
Opposed it, but upon Hie advice of 
one in authority, Mr. Shaw went 
and snatched tbe boy and made off 
with it, followed by two screaming 
women, Mrs. Church " and her 
daughter, who soon had a good 
sized crowd al their heels, and also 

poiioeman, who took all to the 

Police Station, where matters were 
explained lo the Chief, who finally 
, gave Mr. Shaw the right to take the 
child home with him. Mrs Chorea 
went to law to recover the child. 
Mr. Shaw pluckily faced the music, 
though 'I appeared at first thai he 
would be practically alone in (he 
the fight, as his own toother sided 
with the Church family, and ai (lie 
trial, all relatives, there except one 
brother were on the Church Hide 
It was pathetic in I lie extreme to 
see his own mother on-the witness 
stand testifying against I lie child 
she brought into the world. Next 
to Mrs. Church, she gave the most 
damaging testimony. His sister 
and one brothet also had nothing 
good to say for him. The witnesses 
for the plaintiff testified to his hav- 
ing violent temper at limes, brood 
ing on insanity, Improper conduct, 
and no visible means of self sup- 
port for himself, let alone for the 
child, and the Church family denied 
that he had provided for it. Mr. 
Church swore he | -oived a 

cent for the board or care of the child, 
whereupon he was eomfrontcd with 
receipts for the same, which he and 
Mrs. Church had made out (he 
blushed red as a lobster as lit* was 
forced to examine the receipts, but 
still denied it as being in bin hand- 
writing.) Also lo prove that Mr. 
Shaw was not a beggar for the 
Home, and dishonest, with every 
cent, as Mrs. Church testified, re- 
nts from Dr. Bishop, Treasurer 
of the Home, were shown up. 

Rev. Mr. Searing appeared as a 
witness on the Church side. It 
made the deaf-mutes on the other 
side feel desett.'d by one whom they 
hava a right to expect sympathy 
from, not only that, but a good 
of his testimony fairly stage 



us, the first part of it quite against 
Mr Shaw when merely a boy, just 
from school to fight the world, and 
again his testimony showed that he 
sided with the Churches in their 
claim thai deaf-mutes are unfit to 
bring up children, though he said 
after the age of five years, the 
child "don't suffer," for then it is 
time for il -to go to school and 
mingle with hearing people who 
" can " teach it. Mr. Searing said 
be never saw any of Mr. Shaw's 
temper, neither did he ever hear of 
any immoral conduct on his part, 
an 1 that his personal appearance 
was neat and gentlemanly. 

Dr. Bishop took the stand He 
said there wore no proof of dis- 
honesty, as an agent, on Mr Shaw's 
part, (identified the receipts as his 
own handwriting, showing that Mr. 
Shaw had turned over a good sum 
for the Home. Dr. Bishop spoke 
Well of Mr. Shaw's conduct and ap- 
pearance, though when asked 
whether he thought the ohild would 
be better olT with its grandmother, 
he said, as a doctor, I think, yes, 
though I have met children of deaf 
parents who were perfee'ly normal 
One young lady, the child of a 

deaf- mote, was fw a M me employed 

in his office as a type-writer, 

Mi. Shaw's brother Edward was 

a credit lo him, and helped him out 
a good deal. 

Mr. Shaw had sixteen witnesses 
who took up the whole day of Tues- 
day, all of them spoke well. Knew 
no reason why he should he depriv- 
ed of his own son. Only eight 
best! fled when the Judge announced 
thai he thought the case against 
Shaw is not strong enough and he 
was inclined to side with him, and 
the plsa of deafness don't count 
against him, as the law allows deal 
mutes to marry, therefore, have 

children, ulweh llinv should ''" p?r- 

mitled to keep as long as they can 
properly rear them, but he also 
wanted more lime to think il over, 
before giving his final decision, the 
6aae being so very Important, he 
decided to delay his decision until 
Monday, April 1st 

The witnesses for Mr. Shaw wen? 
his aunt (father's sister), his bro- 
ther Edward, Mr. B. E'. Maiden. Dr. 
Bishop, Mr. and Mrs Perry, and 
George C. Sawyer (as President of 
the New England Gallaudct As- 
sociation). 

On Tuesday, the day Mr. Shaw's 
witnesses gave testimony, the Court 
room wns even more crowded than 
on the previous day. . 

According lo a bearing witness, 
Rev. Mr Searing was unfavorably- 
talked about after the session, on 
account of the stand h< look toward 
the deaf-mutes. 

One deaf-mute was so indginant 
that he faced the liev Mr. Searing, 
and accused him of lieing "a false 
shepherd to his flock." Rev. Mr. 
Searings' reply was that he was 
summoned, had to answer the sum- 
mons, or face prison bars. 

Personally, I am Inclined to think 
that Rev Mr Searing's opinion oa 

the question Of ability of deaf-mules 
was based on what he has observed 
so far. lit fact, he has not mingled 
with the deaf sufficiently lo make 
a favorable opinion of the deaf.

To the Editor of the Deaf- 
Mi tks' Journal : — In view of -the- 
near approach of the meetings of 
the National Association of the 
Deaf, which meetings lake place in 
Norfolk, Va., July 4th, Sth and Oth, 
I would suggest that you extend to 
the members of the Association 
generally the courtesy of the columns 
of the Journal for the presenta- 
tion and diacussion of "eligible" 
candidates for the more important 
offices of president, secretary and 
treasurer of the Association. 

A sober minded, courteous and 
manly discussion can be expected, 1 
.im sure. And, what is more, il is 
certain that none of those who might, 
be considered ,€ eligible" can have 
a right lo object to a gentle analysis 
of their relative merits as candi 
dales. Men who seek office, or 
whom the office for that matter 
seeks, should not fear lo stand in 
the limelight of publicity and have 
their probity and efficiency either 
extolled or put to the test. 

Such a discussion would serve lo 

more truly nationalise the Associa- 
tion, The tendency to look only lo 
local candidates is most unfortunate. 
Few of us have forgotten the bitter 
contest at St. Paul or the painful 
suspense al SI. Louis following upon 
the election to the presidency of the 
Association. The rancor of these 
short, bitter campaigns, has not yet 
died out, and probably will not for 
long tune lo come. 
The present is a critical period in 
the life Of the National Association. 
There is an iinderonrre.it of disl i ust 
whioh must ho eliminated, and 
there is a movement to organize a 
rival Association, the American As- 
sociation of the Deaf, Which must 
in the interest of unity and har- 
mony, be checked. Only by a 
frank and free exchange of views on 
candidates and their probable po 
Holes can this distrust bo removed 
and this movement checked. 

The objection, so often advanced, 

Dial the National Association is 

dominated by college men and by 
school teachers, does not commend 
Itself as a valid objection. Itjs 
quite true thai a majority of the 
officers of the Association are col 
lege men and school teachers, but 
their occupation ol the offices is not 
due to any arbitrary process of 
elimination. No one more than 
they would welcome Candidates front 
among the schools and the trades. 
Ami the same rule governing success 

applies to all -the rifle, not of de- 
manding, but of deserving success. 

Surely there a.e scores of such men 
We might mention Reider, of 
Pennsylvania ; Sohroeder, of Min- 
nesota ; McCiiiness, of Ohio ; Each, 

Froehltob and Donnelly, of New 

York ; .lohnso , of Alabama, 
Dunn, of Arkansas j D'Estrella, of 

California : Lessloy, of Colorado ; 

Parsons, of Connecticut ; Edingtoo, 
of the District of Columbia ; Belts, 

King, of Kentucky ;

In view of the rapid pace the 
oralists have sot for us, the ra|>id 
displacement Of the deaf teacher in 
our schools, the necessity for a more 
us advocacy of Improved in- 
dustrial training, and lastly, the 
dangers of adverse governmental 
legislation, il behooves all lo unite 
upon good, fair-minded, capable, 
courageous, business - like and 
sireiiKous men for leadership In the 

National Association 

Not long ago a prominent edo 
formerly connected with a School 
for the Deaf, in the course ol a 
talk aneiil the rapid spread of 
oralisni and the means of nullifying 
ils baneful etl'ects, said to me : " I 
tell you this,- Mr. , if you 

look to those heaiing Superinten- 
dents and teachers who kav< 

mained loyal in the midst of this 

tremendous wave of orallam for 

succor, yon will be disappointed. 

My deliberate opinion, an opinion 
formed after close study and not a 

little observation, is that tbe deaf 

themselves must to B great extent 
be their own saviors. The lime is 



sureiy coming when disappointed 
parents of oial pupils, disappointed 
at the poor results odtained, and 
feeling themselves deceived and 
mocked, will rise in protest — and 
then, protest will be no weakling 
voice, but a mighty roar that will 
demand and obtain reform. Mv 
advise to the deaf would be that 
they set, about to convince the 
parents of deaf-mute children of the 
total mistake they are making in 
sacrificing their little ones lo this 

modern Moloch." 

In conclusion I would mention the 
following as " eligible" candidates 
Of course, there others, hut at the 
present the ones named stand out 
conspicuously. Then are good, 
capable, fair-minded, courageous, 
busiircss -like and strenuous men.

The feather duster is doomed. 
The recruits in Ihe warfare against 
it, and like the old oaken bucket so 
deal to our childhood, it is to be 
known to the riext generation only 
in song and story. A representa- 
tive of a Committee of physicians 
and others who aie fighting against 
tuberculosis in the state recently 
said: 

" We hear a good deal nowadays 
about street dusl and soft coal as 
nuisances and as dangerous to the 
public health, but we are apt to 
forget that light in our own homes 
we often have a danger t lint is per 
haps just as great as either of these 
Methods of cleaning are still in 
vogue that have come down to us 
from the days when the wrath of 
God was held responsible for a dis- 
ease that by the ignorance of men 
was forslered behind (dosed win 
dows and spread with house wifely 

industry by the leather duster. 
These old fashioned ways arc a 
real menace lo health, and as I hose 
mere men who have organized the 

;mt i tuberculosis movement have 
come out with the following public 
announcement about sweeping and 

dusting." 

When you sweep a room rata 
lit tie dust as possible, because this 
dust when breathed irritates the 
nose and throat and may set up 
catarrh. Some of the dusl breath- 
ed in dusty air reaches Hie lungs, 
making parts of them black, and 
hard, and useless. 

If the dust in the air you breathe 
contains Hie germs of consumption— 
tubercle bacilli — which have come 
from consumptives spitting on Hie 
Boors, you run Ihe risk of getting 
consuuipt ion yourself If con ■aimp- 
(ives use propei spil cups and 
are careful in coughing or sin 
lo hold a handkerchief or the hand 
over the nose and niouth so as no! 
to scalier spittle about in the air. 
Ill ■> risk of getting Ihe disease by 
living in the same rooms is mostly 
removed. 

To prevent making a great dust 
in sleeping, use moist saw-dust on 
bare floors. When the room is 
carpeted, moisten a newspaper and 
tear il into small small scraps and 
scalier upon the carpet where you 
you begin sweeping. As you sweep 
brush the papers along by Hie 
broom and they will catch mosl ,<( 
Ihe dusl and hold it fast, just as the 
saw -dust does on bare floors Do 
not have eil her the paper or Hie 
eawdns' dripping wet, only moist 

In dusting a room do not use a 

feather duster, because this does 
no! remove the dusl from the room, 
but only blushes it into the air so 
that you breathe it in ; or settles down 
and then you have to do the work 

over again. 

Use soft, dry cloths to dust with, 
and shake them frequently out of 
Hie window, or use slightly moist 
oned cloths and rinse them out in 
when you have finished. In this 
way you gel the dust out of the 
room 

In cleaning rooms you should 
remember that dusl settles upon 
the floors as well as on the furui- 

luie, and is stirred into the air we 
breathe by walking across the 
(loots You can easily remove all 
this dusl in rooms which have bare 
floors, in houses, stores, shops, 

schoolrooms, ete, after ihe dust 

has set l led, by passing over the 
flooi a mop which has been wrung 
out so as to be only moisl. not drip- 
ping wet.

It. is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas (Jallaudet, 
l> l>., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deal Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, jnst west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenly-five feet back from, the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious aril social life amongst 
tbe silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has alwaya 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most lilting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mut 

Tbe new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amounly required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
lie about *30,0(>U, and tbe building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will forma conspicuous monument 
M liwii > d to the 

silent peoples. They themselves 
heavily endorse the memorial.
